But eyther foz tune enuping they? pꝛoſperitie, o2 the 
deupl diſpleaſed with they vertuous lyfe,oz God diſpoſed to trye theyꝛ 
trueth, and make them paternegto their poſteritie, conuerted this 
happy life to heaup eſtate, and rayſtd vp one Sinorix to rate c beate 
downe the firme foundation of their fa hfilbutdpng, and biding co- 
geather. For this Sinorix glauncing bis gazing eies on the blazing 
beautie of Camma, receiued ſo deepe an impreſſion of her perfection in 
his hart, that immediatly he fixed his fancy vppon her cemely coꝛps: 
And being the cheefe ruler of the citie, he perſwaded him [.lfe that 
there was none in the citie ſo ſtoute, but woulde ſtoupe at bis lure, noz

If Sir the c ompany had made no better p2ouiſton foꝛ lightes and 
other things neceſſary,then ſuch as pouſpcake ol, they might lone haue 
Clipt into the mire:but as I percciue by pour wozdes pou are diſpoſed 


to ieſt # be meery. ſu J am content fv2 this once to be made the inſtru». 


ment thereof, thereby to taſe ſome part of the paynes whiche pou are 
lpke to take in recepuing-ſuch troubleſome gueſtes as we ate: and fox 
our cheere you ne ede take no thought, fo it ſhalbe ſo much to good fog 
vs, by how much leſſe we haue de ſerued any at al at pour handes. After 
this amozous encounter, he cauſed the con:pany to ſit downe to the 
banquet, æ ſo diſpoſed the matter, that Camma ſate at the talle right os 
uer againſt him, wherby be freely fed his eies on that meate which con» 
uerted rather to the nouriſhment of ſicknes, chen to halſome humozs of 

bealth. Foz as the fineſt mentes that be, by one in extremity ol ſicknes, 
relolue not to pure blood, to 3 che bod » but, to. watrpthe

humours to feede the feuer and diſeaſe : ſo though ber face and lookes 
were fpne and ſweete, a bꝛought delight co al the beboldets eyes, pet to 
him they wought onelp toꝛment & trouble of minde. And not withſtan · 
ding, he perteiued her beauty to bꝛeede his bane, and her lookes to pꝛo⸗ 
cure the loſſe of his liberty, and that as the Cocatrice by ſpght onely 
leeth : ſo ſhe by courteous countenaunce onſy, killed and wounded his 
hart, vet could he not refrapne his eyes from beholding her, but accoz- 
dyng to the nature of þ lickly patient, which chiefly deſtrech that which 

cheifly is fozbidden him, he ſo inceſſantly thzew his amarous glaunces 
toward her,that his eyes were altogeather blearcd with her beautie,# 
the alſa at che length began to percriue his louing lookes cowards her, 


which made her looke pale in token of the licle pleaſure ſhe (coke in his 


toyes, and of the great feare ſhe had leaſf ſome other ſhoulde marke 
them, wherby her good name might come in queſtion. The banquet be⸗ 
ing ended, euery one of them pꝛepared them (clues to he are a ſtage plap, 
ubhiche was then ready to be pꝛeſented. But Sinorix being able to 

play but one part, whiche was, ok a pooze paſſionate louer, determined 
to goe fozeward with the tragedy alredy begunne betwerne Camma 
and him, and ſeeing ber let out ol her huſbandes 
by her, g entred into reaſoning with her, to this purpoſc. If( fare lady) 
this ſimple banquet had been ſo ſweete and pleaſaunt to your ſet mely 
ſelfe and the teſt, as pour ſight is delightfull to mee, J am perſwaded 
pou would not haue changed your cheare fo Nectar and Ambroſia, 
whiche the Poetes faygne to be the fcode of the Goddes : but ſeeyng 
there was no cauſe of delyght in the one, and the other conteyneth that 


in it which may content the Goddes them ſelues, J ſhall deſpze you in 


gosd part to accept the one, and curteouſly to account me woꝛthy to in 
top the other. And theugh I haue not heretoloꝛe by dutifull ſeruice mas 
nifeſted vnto yon the lovaltie ot iy loue, pet yf m pooꝛe hart coulde 
ſign'fi2 vnto pou the aſlaultes it bath ſuffered koꝛ pour ſake, J dcubt 
not but that you woulde confeſſe, that by foꝛte of loue I bad wodn you, 
> were wooꝛthy to weare you. Foy albeit by humane. lawes pour hul- 
band only baue intereſt in pou: yet by natures lawes, wh:chc beyng 


moze auncient, aught to be of moze aucthozitie, he ought to inioy you, 


wuhiche ioyeth moll in you, whiche leueth ycu beſt, and indureth moſt 
payne fc; your ſake. And fe2 pꝛooft of natures lawes, it map pleaſe 

vou to conſpder the qualitie ot the ſhce Wolfe, who alway choſeth that 
Molle fo her make, who is made molt leane æ faule by tolowing her:

If( Sir) pour banquet had been no better, then this pour talke is 
plealſaunt to mee, d am perſwaded the dyſhes woulde haue been taken 
whole from the Table without touching, but as the one was far better 
then the company deſcrued, ſo the other foz a far wozie woman mygbe 
moze ficlp haue ſerued, and pfxour ſweete meate haue ſuch ſower ſauce, 
the next tyme pou ſende fo) mee, J wil make pou ſuch anſwere,as was 
made fo Crater us the Empereur by Diogenes, uhen he ſent fo hym 
to make his abede with him in bis courte, who anſweared,he had ra⸗ 
ther be fed at Athens with ſalt, then lyue with him in al delicacie:(o fox 
mp part I pꝛomiſe pcu, J had rather be fed at home wich bzead and

purpoſe, man, like matter. Your many marching vn⸗ 
der the enũgne of Juſtice,tfreaſonbe your captaine generall to leade 
vou, J daubt nut, but ſoone to turne to a rettre: fo2 if it be good wyl

a whyle bpoh his dotyng deuiſes, at length be awakedout of his was 
ueryng thougbtes, and recouered the polleflion of his ſenſes agaynez 
dy which tyme the play was ended, ann hn gueſtes redp todepartz 
whereupsn he was dꝛyutn to come fp oʒch el his chamber to Lake his 
leaue of them:ardbitdpng his Mitres godunyght, be gane her ſuch 
a looke, chat his very eyes ſeemed to pleade foꝛ pittie, ſo that what his 
tongue dur ſi not, his eies did. His gueſtes being gone, he diſpoſed him 
ſelfe to reſt: but toue,which was then his good mayſter, wplled bym 
other wyſe to imploy that nyght,whrch.was, in examining particulerip 
euerp poynt of her anſwere.

Admetus ſenne to an king of Libia,falhng i in lone with Alceſt, 
Ting beer to Lycabas king of Aſſur. who recompenſed bym with ſem- 
labile Helene reſtrayned eche from other by their parentes, but be- 

ng ſecretly maried. wander in wilderneſſe like poore pilgrimes , At ys 
ſhortly after dieth,wherof Adm-tus being aduertiſed,returne th with 
bis wyfe,and is eſtabliſhed in the king —— T bedeſtines graunt bym 4 
double date of ſyfe, if be can ſinde one to dye for bym, which Alceſt ber 
ſelfe perfourmeth: for whoſe death Admetus moſt wofully [:mentyug, 
ſhe was eftſoones by Proſcrpina reſtored to her life and loner agayne. 


'Tis a ſapitig no lefle common then commonly pꝛocued true, that 
Pa riages are guided by deſtinie, and amongſt all the conttattes 

whiche concerne the lyfe of man, Jthpnke they onely be not tn our 
owne power oꝛ pleaſure: which may playnely appeate by this, that 
ben the chopce ot ſuch mariages doth chaunce vnto vs, as we cur ſel⸗ 
ues tan wplhe, when they may by their parentes and friendes counte⸗ 
naunce vs, dy their dowzy and poztion pꝛolite bs, by their perſon and 
beautie pleaſure vs, by their vertue and perfection euery way place vs 
in paradiſe: pet it is often ſeene that we ſet litle by them, neyther make 
any acrount of ſuche pyoficable pꝛofere, but by a contrary tourſe of the

Now Lycabas eyther thinking he had him at ſome ads 
uantage, either not minding to put vp iniuries befoze recefued, 
would accept no condittons of peace, but by Admetus ſent his father 
flat defiance: So that the warre continued betweene them in as great 
rage, as it had done the fozmer time of their raigne. But pet hate cau⸗ 
ſed not ſuch hotte ſkirmiſhes betweene the that loue fozced 
as ficrce aſſaultes betweene the childzen , Fox it was ſo. that Lycabas 
had a daughter named Alceſt. who uuhat time Admetus was in her 
fathers court to entreate a peate, chaunced out of her chamber win⸗ 
dame to baue a ſyght of him, and he at the ſame time happened coins 
counter a viewe of her. And as {mall dzoppes of raine ingender great 
floddes, and as of litle ſeedes grow grrat trees:ſo ofthis litle looke and 
ſight, grew ſuch great loue and delight, tbat death it ſelfe caulde nat dil 
ſolue it. Foz as women be of delicate and fine mettal, and cherfoze ſong 
ſubect to loue ſo Alcell after this firſt ſight was ſo ouergone in good 
wil towardes Admetus, that ſhe fixed her onely felieitie, in framing in 
ber kance the fourme olhis face, & pꝛinting in her hart the perfection ok 
his perſon. And as nothing bꝛer deth bane to the body ſaaner then trou⸗ 
ble of mind:ſo ſhe perſeuered la long in ſuch penſiue paſſions, x careful 
cogitations, that her body was bought ſo low fo2 lacke of vie of fieepe 
and meate, that ſhe was faine to keepe her bed: and by reaſon that ſhe 
conertly concealed her greefe, it burned ſo furioufly within her, that it 
had almoſt cleane conſumed her away. Yer father ſeting her in this 
he auy taſe,.aſſembled al the learned Phiſitions he could learne of in the 
countrey,who hauing ſeene her, were all altogether ig noꝛant ol her dil 
eaſe, were at theirs wits ende, what medicine to apply to her malady. 
Some thought it a eonſumption, ſome a burning feuer, ſome a melan⸗ 
choly humoꝛ, ſome one thing, ſome another. And her father eramim 
ber how it beld her, and what diſeaſe ſhe thought it to be: ſhe anſweren,

There aroſe a qua⸗ 
rel betweene the two armies, touchyng certayne popntes wherein the 
lawe of armes was thought to be bzoken, to decyde which controuer» 
ſie, Admetus was ſent poſt to L — — his daugbters 
bed ſide, had woꝛd bzought him, that Admetus was come to the court, 
to impart matters ot impoztance vnto hym. Nato at this inſtant chere 
chaunced one of the Philitions to hold Alceſt bp the arme to feele her 
pulſes, and where befoze they beat very feebly, às if ſhe had been redp 
do peelde to the ſonnttons ol death, ſhe no ſooner hearde that meſſage 
bzought bp to her father, but that her pulſes beganne to beate wich 
great foxce and linelpneſſe: : whiche the Philition percepuing,perſwas 
den hym ſelle he had founde the cauſe of her calamitie, but fo moze aſs 
ſured pꝛoole he wbiſpered che King in the eare, deſiring him that Ad⸗ 
metus knpght be lent ſoꝝ thyther, and there to make relation ot his 
meſſage vnto htm: whiche the Ring cauſed to be doone accoꝛdyngly. 
Admetus was no ſooner admitted into the chamber, but her pulſes 
began to beate againe with wonderful ſwiktneſſe, & ſo continued al the 
whple he was in the chamber: who ſeeing his love in ſuche daunger ol 
ber life, though he vnderſtaod not the cauſe therof, pet he caſt ſuch tare⸗ 
ful countenance cowards her, chat the eaſplp percetuedhe did participat 
in payne with her, which made her caſt ſuche glaunces ofgoodwyll to⸗ 
wardes hym, chat he eaſilp vnderſtoode it was fo his ſake ſhe ſuſtained 
ſuche ſoꝛowe and ſickeueſſe.

Whereuppon 
Admetus deſired to be let on ſhoare againe, and diſſembling the cauſe 
thereol, pꝛetended ſome other matter, and got to the next towne, where 
with che money and ie wels he had about him, he furniſhed him ſelfe and 
his lady with the beſt apparel could be pꝛouided in che towne, and with 
ſuch a trayne ol men as he coulde there take vp: whiche done, he made 
the greateſt expedition he could vnto his owne countrep, where he was 
ropally recepued as pꝛince, and ſhoztly after iopfully crowned Ring. 
And beyng quietly letled in the regal ſeate , he pꝛeſently diſpatched 
Ambaſſadours to Lycabas his fathers loe, and his father in law, whole 
ambaſſage contatned theſe two poyntes, the one to intreate a peace fox 
bis people, che other to craue a pardon ſoꝛ his wyfe : who willingly 
graunted both the one and che ocher, whereby he nowe liued in great 
que and tranquilicie.

Foz he kno⸗ 
weth not the plealure ot plenty, who hath not felt the paine ofpenury, 
he takes no delyght in meate, who is neuer hungry: he carech not fox 
eaſe, who was neuer troubled with any diſeaſe But notwithſtandyng 
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the happy lyfe of this pzince, albeit he abounded in great reches as 
be required, albeit he had as many kingdomes as he coueted, albes 
it he had ſuche a wyle as he wpſhed foz , yea and inioped al thynges 
whiche epther God coulde geue hym , foztune further hym to, oz nas

doubt he had reaſon, fo} beſides the dinerſicie of lyues which are 
tobe cholen, there is ſuche a confuſed Chaos of conceytes in young 
mens heades, that our wits are confounded with them, & are loſt,as it 
were, in a Labyrinth, nut findyng any way ont : ſo that yfwe chaunce 
to enter into this deliberation, me are as ſoone in one baine, as ſvont in 
another, and ſo many baynes, ſo many vanities; if vertue maweth vn
